All books need air. 
The doors of all 


closed bookcases should be opened now 
and then, every few days, to let in light 
and to change the air. 
Books are no 


more benefited by solitary confinement 
than are men.

Every shelf should be cleaned once in six 
months, every book being dusted and re- 
turned to it* place. The best duster for 
fine bindings is a bit of soft chamois 
leather. 


Never cut open the pages of a book 


with anything but a paper cutter. 
A fin- 


ger is too blunt, and tears the edges; a 
knife is too sharp, and may cut the edges 
unequally. 
The best paper cutter is a 


thin slip of ivory. Wood and bone are 
nearly as good; metal is not. 


Never deface books in any way. Never 


scribble on them needlessly. Never dis- 
figure them with unnecessary stamps, or 
with stamps in inappropriate places. 


Never wet your fingers to turn over a 


leaf; be warned by the fate of the king 
in the Arabian tale. Never turn down a 
corner of a page to hold your place. 
Never put in a soiled playing card, or a 
stained envelope, or a bit of dirty string, 
or a piece of damp newspaper. 
Always 


use a regular bookmark. 
The simplest, 


and one of the best, is a card as large as 
a small visiting card ; by cutting this 
twice longitudinally, from one end almost 
t<5 the other, you will have a three-legged 
bookmark, which rides a straddle of a 
page, one leg on the page below and 
two on the page you wish the book to 
open at. 


Never allow your books to get damp, 


as they may mildew. Never allow them 
to get hot as the boards may warp, and 
the leather may crack. 
Never put thorn 


on a shelf high up near the ceiling of a 
room lighted by gas, as the results of gas 
combustion are highly injurious. Never 
put books with metal clasps or with em- 
bossed sides, or albums ornamented with 
decorative nails, on the shelves by the 
side of other books, for the delicate bind- 
ings of the others will suffer. 
Put all 


such hedgehogs of books in drawers or 
trays by themselves. 


Never let books lean sideways for a 


long time, as it racks the covers. 
If the 


absence of one or more books from a 
shelf makes it difficult to keep the re- 
maining volumes upright, insert a wooden 
block in place of the missing books. 


It is best not to cover books for a li- 


brary with paper/ As Mr. Win. P. Poota 
puts it, the covering is expensive, trou. 


ENGLISH. IRISH AND 800TOH. 


Looking at the population of tho three 


kingdoms, it may easily be perceived that 
there i» considerable difference among 
them as to temperament.

Never attempt to classify books on jour 


shelves by the color of the bindings or 
by the sizes of the books themselves. 
Put the works of an author together, as 
far as possible, however 
incongruous 


their sizes may be; and try to keep books 
on the same and kindred subjects as close 
together as convenient.

Some birds and animals of Norway do 


not appear to be as discriminating as they 
are in this, country. It is said that the 
woodpeckers of that country drill holes in 
tb'e telegraph poles in search of the insect 
which they think is making the humming 
noise they bear. The bears also uproot 
the poles in search of the honey which 
they think is indicated by the bumming 
of the bees, as they suppose. 


The continued disappearance of the 


sardines, once so abundant on the coast 
of Brittany, has become a serious calam- 
ity to the people of that port, where the 
catching has been wont to give employ- 
ment to 1,500 boats and more than 9,000 
fishermen, while the curing and packing 
for home consumption and exportation 
have furnished a living to a very large 
number of mile and female hands. The 
reason of the disappearance is believed 
to be the great change of temperature 
during the season, the weather having for 
the last two or three years been not only 
more variable, but at times, even during 
the summer months, comparatively speak- 
ing, cold and stormy. These changes it 
is believed have driven the sardines to- 
ward other coasts ; and up to the present 
time there is no token of their reappear- 
ance.

It is not a merchantable article, and its 
value in dollars and cents is not to be 
estimated. \o sane man will trade his 
life awav for a pecuniary consideration, 
for it a\:iileth him rothing if he gain the 
whole « orld and lose his own life by the 
operation. 


When a life if taken through gross 


carelessness, juries arc asked oftentimes 
to recompense the family of the deceased 
person lor its loss. 
Railroad companies 


and other corporations urc frequently 
called upon to pay for depriving a family 
of the cmnpanionship and means of sup- 
port of one of its members. The legis- 
lature of this Commonwealth has, in the 
interest, of railroad corporations, limited 
the amount that could be recovered upon 
a single life at $5,000 ; but to show the 
fallacy of regarding this sum as the price 
that should be paid for a life, it is only 
iicccssaiY to remember that frequently 
persons hnvu 
received 
much 
larger 


amount" for, injuries received, which, 
\v!iilc c [using them much suffering and 
great in< onvenicncc, eventually did not 
unfit tlinn to pursue their usual avoca- 
tions.

all place upon their own lives, the protec- 
tion given isfurfroinadoqunto. Accidonts 
to railroad trains, which a little foresight 
could have averted, fires which should not 
have occurred, disasters for which no 
sufficient excuse could be given, con- 
stantly occur, nnd combine to augment 
the number of victims of a culpable neg- 
ligence. 


This negligence, however, is not con- 


fined to such disasters. 
Tliero are more 


lives lost from other preventable causes 
thiin from the crashing together of rail- 
way coaches, from 
the holocausts of 


densely populated tenement houses, or 
from accidents of like nature. Prevent- 
able disease, it is safe to suy, sacrifices 
twenty lives to every victim of an acci- 
dent. 
Typhoid fevers, malaria, diphthe- 


ria, and other kindred maladies, which 
affect many communities, it is affirmed 
by mam learned physicians, who have 
given the subject years of study and in- 
vestigation, grow and largely depend upon 
air polluted by stagnant pools, by tlio 
wastes of the kitchen nnd water-closet, 
by decaying vegetable and animal matter 
consigned to cess-pools and other recep- 
tacles for filth. Admitting this fact, 
and few have the temerity to deny it, the 
remedy is uot bard to find When the 
cause is removed the evil will be reme- 
died. With suitable outlets provided for 
water-closets and cess-pools, witli the 
stagnant frog-ponds and marshes drained, 
the air becomes purified nnd disease 
loosens its clutches from the throat of tho 
surTcrini; community. 
Life is saved, 


health regained, and vigor supplants tor- 
pidity. 


To make 
the 
changes which are 


necessary to remove the exciting causes 
of diseases of the typhoid type, costs 
something. If n town is suffering from 
insufficient or an imperfect system of 
sewerage, or if it have no sewerage worthy 
of the n >me, if it has stagnant pools of 
water close to th'.ckly settled districts, 
which breed disease and pestilence, it can 
only be freed from the influences which 
decden it by the expenditure of money. 
Let us take the borough of Bristol for 
an example, it is conceded that it needs 
a system of sewerage. It Is not denied 
that its frog-ponds are presumedly the 
cause of some deaths. It is supposed, in 
the absence of accurate information, that 
it will take about $50,000 to put the

—Mr. Albert Day of Boston says that 


one of the chief predisposing causes of 
inebriety is civilization, entailing as it 
does in its modern development, so great 
an expenditure of nerve force. Its action 
in this way is seen more among those who 
live by brain work or engaged in in-door 
occupations. lie also holds that atmos- 
pheric influence is another undoubted 
exciting cause of this affection, a parox- 


ysm, 
for example, being caused by ex- 


posure to s< a air, easterly winds, and 
other simili ir changes. 
It has been said 


that there K an inborn clement in the 
nature of m m which develops inebriety. 
"Could we trace the cause of this," he 
adds, "we should doubtless find that the 
whole race is tainted with this disease, 
coming down to us through the ages in 
obedience to the laws of heredity. Our 
fathers from earliest history were addicted 
to drunkenness." 


—According to the ruling of Attorney- 


General Bn.'wster, the national and other 
banks are released from the payment of 
several millions of taxes, accruing be- 
tween December 1, 1882, and January 1 
and March 3, 1883. 
It will be remem- 


bered that the act passed on the last 
named date repealed alt these taxes except 
such as were then "due and payable." 
The ruling apparently was made on the 
basis that although some taxes had ac- 
crued tiiey were not yet payable. This 
practically makes the act take effect not 
from its p issage but from a date three 
months before it ivas enacted. 
This 


seems the more peculiar from the fact 
that the tariff sections take effect on the 
1st of July, while the section reducing 
letter postage from three to two cents 
does not tal.c effect till October 1. 


—Prince Bismarck has of lain repeat- 


edly expressed himself in very despondent 
language in reference to the state of his 
health. Th; Chancellor is believed to be 
in no immediate danger, yet his maladies 
are such as frequently to prevent him 
taking any outdoor exercise. 
This is the 


case at the present time. The conse- 
quence of tlic confinement, in addition to 
the neuralg.c complaint from which he 
suffers so much torment, is to lower his 
general tout of health, besides compel- 
ling him to decline invitations from the 
imperial family, or from any other quar- 
ter, however distinguished. 


—Last Thursday evening one of the 


worst rain storms that ever visited Coun- 
cil Bluffs, Iowa, set in, and for four hours 
it poured in torrents. Indian creek, 
which runs through the heart of the city, 
overflowed, and the damage is roughly 
estimated 
at $200,000. Seven 
iron 


bridges and two stone culverts were 
swept away, also several dwellings and 
barns. 
Several lives are reported 
to 


have been lost. The flood rose so quickly 
that many business men found it impossi- 
ble to reach their wives and children. 


—The Salt-Lake Tribune asserts that 


white slavery practically exists among the 
Mormons. At Providence there is a man 
having fourteen wives, and his progeny 
is so numerous that no one appears to 
know the extent. Six or eight of his 
women go to his farm at once and work 
in .the field, while he sits quietly on the 
fence and looks on, just as the Southern 
overseer formerly kept watch on his 
slaves. 


—England, with twenty-seven millions 


of inhabitants, has only one hundred and 
forty thousand residents of foreign birth; 
Germany, with forty-five millions, only 
two hundred and seventy thousand, while 
France, with thirty-seven million four 
hundred thousand, has more than a mil- 
lion. In France there has been an in- 
crease of two hundred thousand in the 
last five years. 


—The State Department has received 


telegraphic advices via Japan that ratifi- 
cation of the treaty between the United 
States and Corea have been exchanged at 
the Corean capital. This is the first 
treaty between Cores and a western 
power, all the preliminaries to which 
have been fulfilled. 


—Ex-Assistant Secretary Upton of the 


Treasury Department says that when the 
new Civil Service law bus been in force 
less than a jear, "Congressman, Govern- 
ment officials and everybody else, in fact, 
will wonder how we got along under the 
old system."' 


—Senator Harrison, of Indiana, will

—William H. Beckwith and his sister, 


Miss Agnes Beckwith, the English swim- 
mers, arrived at New York from London 
the other day. To a reporter who asked 
the woman if she could remain in the 
water a whole day she replied : "Why, 
bless you, three whole days—and, mind 


you, 
I include the nights as well." Miss 


Beckwith's best long swim was 20 miles 
in six hours and 25 minutes. 


—There are signs that Queen Victoria's 


health is gradually breaking down. 
She

—The Daily Universal Register, out of 


which the London Times sprang, was a 
dingy little sheet, about twice as large as 
a sheet of foolscap, without a "leader," 
and containing a small m,mber of well 
selected paragraphs of news. It had also 
occasionally a short notice of th? plays of 
the night before and a few items of what 
we now call fashionable intelligence. The 
advertisements, after the paper had been 
in existence three years, averaged about 
fifty a day, most of them very short.

price was six cents. 
The paper on which 


it was printed was coarse and cheap. 
In 


the third year of its existence, on the 1st 
of January, 1788, the name was changed 
to the Times. 


—The Marquis of Lansdowne, who is 


named to succeed the Marquis of Lome 
in the Governor-Generalship of Canada, 
is grandson of the Marquis who, as Lord 
Henry Petty and M. P. for Cambridge 
University, gained, when very young, dis- 
tinction as Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
and who led the House of Lords' under 
several Whig administrations .from 1841 
to his death. 
He was the patron of the 


poet Moore and many distinguished liter- 
ary men. Tlie present Marquis, who is 
38 years old, is a man or Industry and 
ability, and has acquitted himself credit- 
ably in the various departments of public 
iervice he has filled, having been a Lord 
of the Treasury 1868-72, Under Secretary 
for War 1872-74, and Under Secretary 
for India 1880, which office he resigned 
from disapproval of the Irish land meas- 
ures of Mr. Gladstone. 
He has given, 


however the Government a general sup- 
port. 
He was married in November, 


1869, to the youngest daughter of the 
Duke of Abercorn, whose sister was 
wedded the same day to that profligate 
scamp, the Marquis of Blandford, from 
whom she recently obtained divorce. 


—To judge of the almost reckless man- 


ner in which the Emperor and Empress 
of Russia expose themselves in Moscow, 
one would conclude that there was little 
fear from the Nihilists. 
They were pres- 


ent on last Thursday night at a ball 
given b} tho Gorman representative at 
the coronation, mingling rather 
freely 


among the guests. On Friday, the great 
fete of the occasion took place at 
Petroffsky Park, near Moscow, in honor 
of the coronation, at which one million 
people, of all classes, participated. The 
grounds on which the fete was held em- 
braced one hundred hectares, (about 
2,471 acres.) There were four immense 
theatres in which performances were 
given, a circus performaace, 
ballets, 


pantomimes and processions of horsemen. 
One hundred and forty wagons loaded 
with barrels of beer, arrived on the 
ground during the morning, and by noon 
all of this supply of beer had been ex- 
hausted. The Czar and Czarina, on their 
arrival in the park during the afternoon, 
were received with deafening cheers by 
the multitude. Large numbers of peas- 
ants had walked from the distant provin- 
ces to attend the fete. 
One of the fea- 


turus of this immense gathering was the 
lack of disturbances, the people through- 
out the day behaving in a most orderly 
manner. 
After the fete the Emperor 


invited the Village Elders and Marshals 
of the Provincial Nobility to a grand 
dinner, at which be made" an address, 
which was heartily received. • After this 
the Emperor and Empress drove through 
the city to the convent of Saint Sergins 
without aa escort, which must be regarded 
as a most courageous act under the 
circumstances. 
It U not mentioned 


when he is to return to St. Petersburg. 
His' coronation altogether has been a 
brilliant and unprecedented success. •

A good plan is to put all the thick,

If yours is a large family and 
several trunks are needed, make a list of 
what is in each one, so as not to overturn 
the wrong one in case anything should be 
needed. 
Lay newspapers between the 


different articles, and scatter camphor 
freely then lock the trunk and paste newsj 
paper over the cracks.

THE DUTY OF APPORTIONMENT. 


The Legislature is bound to obey the 


constitutional mandate which requires it 
to make an apportionment. To neglect 
this duty is to fail of fulfilling the highest 
public obligation. 
The p:.rty which is 


responsible for such a failure lays itself 
open to the severest public condemna- 
tion. 


It is generally expected that the Legis- 


lature will adjourn without performing 
this duty. The Republican Senate side 
of the Conference Committee cannot 
agree with the Democratic House side; 
neither concedes the claims and demands 
of the other; each assumes that it can 
charge the responsibility upon itsopponent; 
and both thus far fail to meet the question 
in the broad spirit of the Constitutional 
requirement. 


The party will stand best nnd remain 


strongest before the people which most 
frankly and fairly faces this duty. 
We 


believe that the Republican bill comes 
nearer the line of equity than the Demo- 
cratic bill, but we are not sure that either 
comes squarely up to it or could be con- 
scientiously and successfully sustained. 
Our counsel to the Republicans would be 
to offer what is fair and just, and, if the 
Democrats- reject it and demand more, to 
stand firmly for their own rights. 
The 


Democrats, as we understand it, claim 
three more Congressional districts than 
the Republican bill provides. A conces- 
sion of one is all that could reasonably be 
asked 


If apportionment fails, should the Gov- 


ernor call an extra session ? He will do 
so at his own risk. It can be strongly 
urged that the Constitutional requirement 
is imperative and must be respected. But 
extra sessions have generally been disas- 
trous to the men and the party that have 
called them. They are expensive, often 
abortive and usually unpopular. The 
Governor will find it no easy question to 
answer.—Press.

THI: SHAD —The shad has been a mys- 


tery for years. He conies into the rivers 
in the Spring in vast numbers, and soon 
departs to the ocean. His food is little 
known, and his sea life is a mystery. 
The bulletin of the United States Fish 
Commission for 1881, contains a paper 
which throws some light upon tha natural 
history and habits of the shad. The paper 
is-founded upon examination of the shad 
of'Southern rivers, immediately after 
they leave the ocean 
The microscope 


was called into use and'revealed a re- 
markable state of affairs. 
The shad is 


toothless, and it has been a mystery how 
it lived. The naturalist of the Fish Com- 
mission found that there was attached to 
the alimentary canal a great number of 
coeca, or blind sacs, like the vermiform 
appendix in man. These pockets vary 
from an inch to three inches in length. 
These pockets number about seventy-five 
in each fish. It was ascertained that all 
these pockets were full of food when the 
fish entered the rivers. The theory is 
that these pockets are employed as maga- 
zines from which the fish draws from time 
to time while in fresh water. 
The food 


was a seaweed with parasitic animals at- 
tached. The seaweed and the parasites 
were found to be undigested and intact. 
It may be possible to find the ocean home 
of the shad by the contents of its numer- 
ous food magazines. 
The fish is very in- 


teresting and very delicious. It is to be 
hoped that more of its life history may be 
traced.
